Eow  does  your  garden  grow  these  days? 

If  you've  gotten  to  the  transplanting  stage,  you  may  like  to  keep  these  tips 
from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  mind. 

The  idea,  of  course,  is  to  get  the  plants  in  the  garden  without  disturbing 
their  growth.     It's  easier  to  put  out  plants  like  tomatoes,  lettuce  and  cabbage 
then  it  is  peppers  and  eggplants.    But  all  the  plants  take  a  lot  of  care. 

If  your  plants  are  in  pots,  you'll  find  they'll  come  out  easily,  with  all  the 
soil  around  their  roots,  when  you  tap  the  sides  of  the  pot  gently  to  loosen  its 
contents . 

As  for  making  a  hole  in  the  garden  to  put  a  plant  in... he  sure  it's  large 
enough  so  all  the  roots  of  the  plant  can  get  in  without  "being  crowded.    And  after 
the  plant  has  been  put  in  the  hole,  press  the  soil  down  around  it  firmly.    You  want 
to  get  out  all  the  air  pockets. 

When  the  soil  in  the  garden  is  dry  or  only  slightly  damp,  maybe  you'd  better 
pour  some  water  in  the  hole... so  the  soil  is  almost  a  mud.    But  should  you  do  this, 
don't  pack  the  mud  around  the  roots  of  the  plant.     It'll  weigh  too  heavily  on  the 
plant  as  it  dries  out . 

Then  here's  another  pointer.    If  the  sun  is  shining  while  you  transplant  your 
things,  it'd  be  a  good  idea  to  3hade  the  plants  with  an  eld  newspaper  until  the 
soil  has  had  time  to  dry  out  some. 
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
